The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of apphcation for patent in the United States. 

Claims 6 and 1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Sutton. 

Sutton discloses a gas turbine engine (column 4, line 7) lubrication structure for a rolling 
bearing (12, 13, 14) comprising a first lubrication oil hole that radially penetrates through a first 
inner ring of the rolling bearing (i.e., the path through the inner ring of bearing 12), a second 
lubrication oil hole (36) that radially penetrates through a second inner ring of the rolling bearing 
(inner race of bearing 14), wherein the first inner ring and the second inner ring are disposed 
along a central axis of a shaft; and oil accumulating room (conduits 18, 19) having a rotational 
axis that is the same as a rotational axis of the rolling bearing; a lubrication oil supplying path 
(30, 36) that communicates with the oil accumulating room, the first lubrication oil hole and the 
second lubrication oil hole; and a fin member (20) that is installed in the oil accumulating room 
and causes lubrication oil to follow rotation of the oil accumulation room. The oil supply 
functions as claimed. 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 
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Claim 16 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Sutton. It would 
have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to utilize the gas txirbine engine of Sutton in 
any known device including that of a boat, ship, or vessel. 

Claims 1-5 allowed. 

Claims 7-10 and 12-15 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims. 

Applicant's arguments filed August 31, 2005 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. With respect to Sutton, AppUcant states the Sutton patent does not teach, or suggest, 
a "lubrication structure for a rolling bearing" that includes (a) "first lubrication oil hole that 
radially penetrates through a first ring of the rolling bearing" and (b) "a second lubrication oil 
hole that radially penetrates through a second inner ring of the rolling bearing, wherein the first 
inner ring and the second inner ring are disposed along a central axis of a shaft." However, as 
noted in the rejection above, each of these claim limitations are found in Sutton. 

Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in this 
Office action.
